Examples: 
$100,000 purchase, repairs, & closing costs 
$100,000 appraisal 
Applicant is going to pay the GRH fee out of pocket 
$100,000 loan x 2.00% = $2,000 GRH fee 
 
$100,000 purchase, repairs, & closing costs 
$100,000 appraisal 
Applicant wants to finance the GRH fee 
$100,000 base loan / .98 = $102,040.81 Total Loan with $2,040.81 GRH Fee

AN 4114 – Existing Dwelling Inspection Requirements & Acceptable Origination Appraisal Forms 
The purpose of this AN is to elaborate upon the forms of dwelling inspections acceptable for loans 
guaranteed under the SFHGLP.  Iowa will continue to accept Exhibit E from our handbook. 
The intended outcome of this AN is to restate that the SFHGLP accepts appraisals prepared by FHA roster 
appraisers in accordance with HUD Handbook 4150.2 as meeting the inspection requirements of RD 
Instruction 1980-D, Section 1980.341(b)(1)(i).   
This AN replaces RD AN No. 4052 (1980-D) dated February 28, 2005, which referenced a VC Form 
prepared by FHA roster appraisers. FHA will retire the VC Form on January 1, 2006. In its place, FHA will 
accept new appraisal forms.  This AN contains new and updated guidance due to the change in appraisal 
forms approved by Single Family Housing and FHA’s new comprehensive valuation protocol. 
 
AN 4111 – Requirements related to New Construction & Homes in PUDs 
This AN clarifies: 
1. Regulatory requirements dealing with lender loan file documentation requirements for newly constructed 

homes. 
2. Regulatory requirements when the guaranteed loan is used to purchase a home in a Planned Unit 

Development (PUD). 
This AN replaces AN No. 4011 (1980-D) dated September 30, 2004.
